Plans Unfold 
Novel Ideas 


"Stay on the job," is the offi¬ 
cial word at headquarters of the 
Sierra Madre chapter of the 
American Red Cross, said R. C. 
Lewis, chapter chairman, when 
asked today what the chapter’s 
immediate post-war plans are. 

"V-J Day is here,” Mr. Lewis 
said, “but we are making an 
urgent appeal to all our people 
to ‘stay on the Job,’ because the 
services and assistance of the Red 
Cross are going to be needed 
now just as much as ever, par¬ 
ticularly by the thousands of our 
fighting men in the occupied 
areas and in the military and 
veterans’ hospitals.” 

Mr. Lewis stated that the war¬ 
time efforts of the leaders and 
workers of the Sierra Madre chap¬ 
ter were highly commended in a 
letter just received from Verne 
Simmons, manager of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross Pacific Area head¬ 
quarters in San Francisco. 

“The activities of your chapter 
and its loyal volunteers,” the let¬ 
ter reads in part, “has been a 
constant and vital part of the 
many nationwide undertakings of 
our organization. It is our hope 
that each of you who have as¬ 
sisted so magnificently throughout 
the war will stay on the job now, 
and during the difficllt period 
that lies ahead. As the represen¬ 
tatives of the American Red 
Cross in your community, your 
continued activity will be a great 
contribution to the future strength 
of our organization and of the 
American people.” 

Mr. Simmons also pointed out 
the immediate need for 3000 ad¬ 
ditional paid social workers, rec¬ 
reation workers and non-profes¬ 
sional hospital workers in mili¬ 
tary hospitals. Military authori¬ 
ties have called qn the Red Cross 
to furnish these workers and the 
job of recruiting them is now be¬ 
ing pushed with all possible speed.

Kindergarten and 
First Graders 
at School Sept. 10 

Sierra Madre City school will 
open Monday, September 10, for 
the coming term. Children who 
will be four years and six months 
of age on or before September 1, 
1945, may enter kindergarten dur¬ 
ing the first month of the school 
term, according to Section 8404 
of the State of California Educa¬ 
tion Code. Children who will be 
five years and six months of age 
on or before September 1, 1945, 
shall be admitted to the first 
grade during the first month of 
the term, according to Section 
8503 of the Education Code. 


Seeking to speed reconversion 
and aid returning veterans, Ki¬

“Since Dunkirk and Pearl Har- ■ 
bor,” he said, "Kiwanis manpower | 
has been marshalled behind the 
Allied war effort. These re¬ 
sources now will be directed to¬ 
ward the building of peace, unity 
and opportunity.” 

Eugene Lunsford, president of 
the Kiwanis club of Sierra Madre, 
said that Kiwanis International’s 
post-war objectives had the unan¬ 
imous endorsement of Kiwanians 
j here. He revealed that the service 
organization’s theme would be 
i “Build for Peace Unity Oppor¬ 
tunity.”

LT. MILTON BLAKEMAN MILITARY 
RITES HELD IN CHENGTU, CHINA

Letters received by Mrs. Kath¬ 
erine Blakeman from Maj. Calvin 
E. McWilliams: Commanding Of¬ 
ficer of the 21st Photographic 
Reconnaisance Squadron, and 
Maj. Gen. C. L. Chennault rela¬ 
tive to the fatal accident in which 
her husband, Lt. Milton R. Blake¬ 
man lost his life, will be much 
appreciated by his many friends 
One letter gives the details of] 
the accident as much as ever will 
be knowm, but both are an eulogy 
to a brave soldier. The letters 
read in part: 

"Milton had been with us only 
a short time, but many got to 
know him because he took an 
active interest both in his work 
and other activities of the 
squadron. At the time of the ac¬ 
cident he had flown eight combat 
missions, and they were all good 
missions. He was picked to be 
operations officer at a new flight 
being formed. 

"Your husband was ‘slow tim¬ 
ing’ an aircraft at the time of 
the accident. I can assure you 
that he passed away instantly 
with no pain. The actual reason 
for the accident is unknown, and 
the airplane had crashed into the 
side of a mountain about 15 
miles northwest of Hanchung, 
China. A rescue party was im¬ 
mediately dispatched to the scene 
of the crash. 

“Milton was buried with full 
military rites and ceremony at 
Chengtu, China. A Protestant 
chaplain officiated and the offi¬ 
cers and enlisted men from this 
organization formed the Guard of 
Honor. a 

“Your husband was a good sol¬ 
dier, and a fine officer. He left 
us doing his duty, and his loss 
will be felt by the organization. 
You should take comfort in the 
fact that he has given his life 
for a purpose. The Air Forces 
have lost a valuable man in 
fighting for the cause of freedom.

"The many friends and com¬ 
rades of your husband share your 
sense of loss, for they too have 
lost a loval friend. They are 
proud of his fine record and the 
splendid way he obeyed the com¬ 
mand of duty and conscience. His 
fine personal traits made him a 
favorite among all who knew him. 
We will always remember him 
with pride and affection.

Philippine School 

Capt. A. E. O’Banion helped to 
establish the first school in the 
Philippines after taking the 'aland 
in 1898. It was from those 
schools started by the Army 
which were later taken over by 
regular teachers that the natives 
were taught to live our way of 
civilization. 

Capt. O’Banion arrived on Lu¬ 
zon with the 4th U.S. Cavalry 
when the firing line had extended 
60 miles beyond Manila. He said 
they trained their horses on the 
shore of Manila Bay in sight of 
the sunken Spanish fleet whose 
spires pierced the water like tele¬ 
phone poles. Capt. O’Banion 
served under Gen. Fred Funston 
who captured the president of the 
island by a strategy which will 
be another story.

NO APPLICATIONS IN FEDERAL 
SERVICE EXCEPT TO VETERANS 


Until further notice the United 
States Civil Service Commission 
will not receive any applications 
for employment in the Federal 
service except from those vet¬ 
erans who have the right to have 
examinations reopened for them. 

The Commission has taken this 
step, according to a statement is¬ 
sued today, in order to make sure 
that any vacancies which develop 
in the Federal service will be 
filled either by returning veterans 
or by persons who are about to 
be or have been separated from 
other positions in the Federal ser¬ 
vice. 

“The Federal government as an 
employer,” stated the Commission, 
“must set the example in provid¬ 
ing the members of the armed 
forces who are coming through 
our separation centers today with 
the maximum possible opportuni¬ 
ties for employment. 

"Also, the Federal government 
ia determined not to put itself in 
a position where it is discharging 
persons in one part of the Fed¬ 
eral service and, at the same time, 
hiring persons from the outside 
to fill similar positions in an¬ 
other part of the Federal service.” 

"All of our resources," the 
Commission pointed out. "must be 
available for the orderly handling 
of reductions in force, the prompt 
transfer of persons who are laid 
off to other agencies which may 
he looking for persons with their 
onnilf'eatious. and for the admin¬ 
istration of the Veterans’ Prefer¬ 
ence Act of 1944.”

1. The Veterans’ Administra¬ 
tion provides vocational training 
for honorably discharged veterans 
who served in the active military 
or Naval forces on or after Sep¬ 
tember 16, 1940, and prior to the 
termination of hostilities in the 
present war who have disability 
incurred in or aggravated by ser¬ 
vice for which pension is payable 
and are in need of vocational 
training to overcome the handicap 
of such disability. Eligibility for 
this training is determined at the 
time the veteran’s claim for pen¬ 
sion is adjudicaed by the Vet¬ 
erans' Administration. During 
authorized training, pension is 
payable at the rate of $80 per 
month to a single man and $90 
per month to a married man with 
an added allotment of $5 per 
month for each dependent child 
and $10 per month for each de¬ 
pendent parent. No course of 
training in excess of four years 
can be approved, nor can training 
be provided beyond six years aft¬ 
er the end of the present war. 

2. Vocational training Is of¬ 
fered by the State Bureau of Vo¬ 
cational Rehabilitation to veterans 
who do not have a service con-

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Black Widow* 
Menace 
Comes Early 

inquiries regarding the Black 
Widow spider menace are coming 
in earlier than usual. Dr. Roy O. 
Gilbert, assistant county health 
officer said, following a report of 
one person having been bitten on 
the forehead last week. 

Sometimes caKed the Hour¬ 
glass or Shoe Button spider. It is 
more commonly known as the 


I Black Widow because of the fe¬ 
male's habit of devouring her 
mate. She is readily identified 
by the bright red patch on the 
under side of her abdomen and 
her presence can be determined 
by the tough, irregular, three- 
dimensional web she spins. Thick 
leather gloves should be worn 
when working around old lumber, 
in garages or dark corners. 

The health officer advised sul¬ 
phur fumigation or a.spider spray 
for eradication in the house, and 
a creosote spray for use In ga- 
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rages or outdoors. 

Black Widow spider bites are 
seldom fatal but are extremely 
painful. In case of a bite, a 
physician should be consulted im¬ 
mediately. 

Match Stand 

A match stand is essential for 
large kitchen matches, and it's a 
good idea to put them In the stand 
with their heads down so that they 
can’t ignite accidentally. Above all, 
sea that matches are placed out of j 
the reach of small children.
